Great Church Would Keep 
Pastor Waller. 


SOLICITOR

Perhaps never before in the 
of Los Angeles churches, has t 
been such widespread interest among 
all denominations concerning the out-

There was a show of great en- 
thusiasm at different times during the 
meeting, at which neither Dr. Walker 
nor any member of his family was 
present. The result will be gratify- 
ing to people of all denominations. 

The policy of the Presbyterian 
Church requires that Presbytery be 
called together to take action in the 
matter, and this is now u r way, 
and the meeting will be held within 
the next ten or twelve days, though 
the date is not yet fixed. Usually, 
the Presbytery coincides with the de- 
sire of the pastor, but in this instance, 
where a great congregation is prac- 
tically unanimous in fits opposition to 


his proposed resignation, it ig an- 
ticipated that he will be mitted to 
retain the pastorate. e hope of 


the membership is that he will him- 
self acquiesce im their expressed de- 
re. 
When the meeting adjourned last 
night severe! hundred of those present 
marched in a body to hie residence on 
South Flower street, and tendered him 
a reception that he will not forget. 
They crowded the house and waited 
in crowds at the door for their turn 
to get in. Further than @xtending 
his thanks for the expression of their 
love and esteem, he had nothing to 
say on the subject.

CHICAGO, Nov. 16.—The beet su- 
gar refiners in convention here yes- 
terday formed a temporary organiza- 
tion to carry on their fight to main- 
tain the tariff on sugar. Ninety-five 
per cent. of the beet sugar produc- 
tion of the country was represented 
dt the meeting, according to C. C. 
Hamlin, of Colorado Springs, Colo., 
chairman of the convention. , 

“The aim of our legislation primari- 
ly is to fight any attempt to remove 
the tariff on sugar.“ said Mr. Hamlin. 
“Removal of the tariff is the weapon 
the New York refineries wish to use 
to eliminate beet sugar from the field. 
Beet sugar cannot survite without a 
protective tariff. The existence of 
beet sugar as a competitor of cane 
sugar is of prime importance to the 
consumer, as its presence in the mar- 
ket has kept sugar, alone of au food 
products, from advancing in price.” 

Mr] Hamlin said the present 500. 
000 tons annual production of beet 
sugar would be increaged to 1,500,000 
annually were it not for the fear of 
removal ot the ter. The finished 
product of beet sugar refineries is the 
same as that of Cane sugar, he said.

HERO OF VICTORIA CROSS 
HELD IN SAN FRANCISCO. 


[BY A P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


AN FRANCISCO, Nov. 15.—De- 
votlon to two natural children, 
whom he refused to abandon 


through years of adventure in various 
parts of the world, led to the arrest 
here today of John R. Swann, wearer 
of the Victoria C believed to be 
a fugitive wanted by the British gov- 
ernment for murder committed in 
Bloemfontaine, Transvaal republic, in 
December, 1901. Swann its aleo ac- 
cused by the police here of having 
killed two men in Alaska, three years 
age. 

Papers found in Swann's possession 
show that John R. Swann was a mem- 
ber of the British royal marine artil- 
lery, enlisting from Kirkshire, Scotland 
and that after repeated mention for 
bravery, in the dispatches to the home 
government, he was awarded the Vic- 
torta Cross. 

WANTED FOR MURDER. 

A police circular, printed at Johan- 
nesburg, also found among Swann's 
effects, gives a description of a man 
wanted for murder, and offers 1000 
pounds for his arrest. The description, 
according to the police, fits Swann to 
the minutest detail, the most definite 
marks of identification consisting of 
tattoo marks on Various paris of the 
body. A full rigged ship, deacribed in 
detail, as covering the Back of the right 
hand, did not appear, the hand show- 
ing a recently finished design of the 
Union Jack. A microscopic examina- 
tion, made at the bureau of criminal 
identification, showed that a tattooed

RECORD 18 MADE IN GETTING 


With the fury sworn in three min- 
utes, a murder trial record never be- 
fore equaled in Los Angeles, if else- 
where, rapid progress wes mede be- 
fore Judge Willis yesterday with the 
case of George W. Ranck, who fatally 
shot C. L. Withbur at the Hotel Twain 
last June. The defense is insanity. 
The trial will probably be concluded 
this morning. 

It was shown by Deputy District 
Attorney Keyes that Ranck ee 
drinking heavily on the afternoon o 
the day of the shooting. Tt Was testi- 
fied that he had annoyed several. of 
the hotel guests and was told by the 
proprietress to keep to his room, 

He went out in the hall again and 
Wilbur, leaving his own room to re- 
monstrate with the defendant for 
having insulted his wife earlier in the 
day, ts said to have slapped Ranck's 
face. Ranck drew a gun and shot 
him through the spine. He died in 
a hospital. 

The  defense’s big card was thei 
testimony of Dr. F. W. Stedham, who 
examined Ranck last Tuesday night. | 
He sald the prisoner suffers hallucina- 
tions, an emotional form of insanity. 
He testified he believed Ranck was 
insane before the shooting and not 
cognizant of his act.

He could not re- 
call the shooting and when pressed 
for details grew mysterious and turned 
the conversation to the trial of the 
ras. The defendant said he 
was working on the case. He aa- 
serted the McNamaras were innocent 
and that he knew who the dynamiters 
were and where they were hiding. 
His arrest he regarded as persecution 
for his activities in defense of the ac- 
cused laborites.
